Stan 
Ciikowskij^Villafre Green, Pa*, to Juvenile Officer Larrj' RnucH^ Ccnroe", Texas, 
in which he i:as advised that their daughter left Pennsylvania *ri. th If;or Vofr^nov 
and went to Jjallaa, Texas» He inplied that Vaganov uss up to soinethihj»"'ti8rrible~ 
and did not doubt tbst he was Involved in the assassination of former rresident 
Kennedy. 

On December 23, 1963, inquiry uns made of the Fni, rhilodelphia, to 
dfitemir^ if they had conducted investigation in this case. SA Blaae Tomasoni 
advised thst Mrs* CuKouslci had been interviewed and it aj^ars that she is 
upset because her I8 year old dau^ter ran ovay vath Vaganov and got rxrriea and 
vent to 'I'exas. She states she does not IDce Vaganov and there is "soce thing 
about hin" that dha doesn't trust. It appears that the FBI, Philadelphia, is 
discounting the allegations of Mrs. Cuko:^l and could, establish no coonectlon 
between this incident and the assassination.
